This is a decision in response to the petition, filed October 2, 2006, to revive the above-identified 
application under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
non-final Office action mailed December 16, 2005, which set a shortened statutory period for 
reply of one (1) month or thirty (30) days (whichever is later). No extension of time under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) was obtained. On August 17, 2006, a Notice of Abandonment 
was mailed. In response, on October 2, 2006 the present petition was filed.

In no case, however, may an applicant respond later than the maximum time period 
set by statute. Accordingly, if the question of abandonment arises when the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.136 can no longer be used, then the application is abandoned when the unextended time 
for response has expired. Therefore, no extension of time fees are due on a petition for revival. 
In view thereof, the $1,080 extension of time fee submitted with the petition is unnecessary and 
will be refunded to petitioner's deposit account.
